. Revenue Officer James J. Brooks Shot
by Two Men in a Store on Front
Street, below Arch-—-He is
Not Expected to Live.

The boldest attempt at aagassination ever made In
this city took place shortly after noon to-day, Hev-
enue Oflcer James J. Brooks, at half=past 12 0'clock,
entered the Liquor store of Mr, Keenan, on Front

street, below  Arch, and was holdipg & con-
versation with the son of Mr, Keenan, when
two men men came Into the place and

commenced talking with the Iad, They asked if
Mr, Keenan wos in, and on_being told that he was
not, they turned to leave, During the interview Mr,
Brooks was standing with his rlght side toward them.
One of the seoundrels drow a revolver, and atming it
at Mr. Brooks, pulled the trigger, the ball passing in
under Mr, Brooka’ right shoulder binde and Jodging
somaew here In hia  ohest, The  assnssl-
nators fmmediately rn out  of the store
and jumped  nto a cab, the driver of which
plied the whip and the hordes started on n
tull jump. Up Igront stfeet they went to Callowhill,
andl wlong Callowhill to 8¢, John, and pp that steael,
On Callowhii] street Detectives Frankiin and Tryon
were standing, and noticing the immoderate H{"""l
of the antmuls, called to the driver to pull up, They
did not at that thme know of the ocourrence, The
driver slackened a little, and turned into St Joho
street. Notldlng an immense crowd coming out of
Front stréet, Detective Trvon immedintely turned
and followed after the cab, while Frankiin ran down
Callowhill strect to Front, and down that thorough-
fare to the store of Mr. Keenan, where he fonnd Mr.
Brooks 1¥lug in @ oritieal condition. Obtaining ns-
slstance, he conveyed the wounded man to s resi-
dence, on Fourth street, above Spriuce, where physi-
clans were called in,  Fears are entertalned that he
will die, as hemorriinges have alrepdy sot in,

Mr. Brooks did not know either of the men wWho
assaesinated him, but there I8 socarcely any doubt
Thist they are In some way or other connected with
the Aol whidky digtillers, to whom Mr, Brooks lias
caused considernble trouble during the past several
VOurse,

No news has up to this time been heard from De-
tective Tyron, but there 8 scarcely a possibility of
their escaping, 08 the oab was being driven at o
frightfnl specldl up St Jolhn strect, causing the
greatest commotion among the residents living on
that street,

Whatever the merits of the new combination
may be, weare confident that no effort has been
gpared on the part of Mrs. Bernard to make it
s strong as possible. 1t 1s to her energy, talents,
and untiring industry that the success of Eng-
lish opern, and the present high position that
it occuples, are almost entirely due. To place
this style of entertainment upon a permanent
foundation, Mrs. Bernard has been obliged to
contend with obstacles that to most perzons
would geem inguperable, not the least of which
was o prejudice on the part of a very large num-
ber of operu-goers, who affected to belleve thal
opera was worthless unless it wassung in the
Italian language. This was a piece of nonsensi-
cul dilettantism which had no substantial foun-
dation in fact; but ns persons who care only for
the musgiec soon found out, if the singing
j8 only good it does not make any
difference what langunge is used, There are
some people however, who afféct to be unable
to ent n beofstenk unless it hins a French name
tacked on It, and this same class sneer at
English opera as if it must necessarily be an in-
ferior article. It is no slight trinmph to suceeed
in spite of such a feeling ns this in the class of
persons who are supposed to be the most liberal
patrons of the opera, but Mrs, Bernard did sue-
ceed; and the performances given in this i-ltlr
hitherto by the troupe under her command will
avernge fully s, hign, if not higher, than the
ordinary run of Italian and German operas that
we have been treated to since the Richings
troupe took the field.

O1f course, after the English opera has once
won its way to favor, it is mu‘limmuwly easy
for others to come in and share the results; but
no rivalry, however successful, can deprive Mrs,
Bernard of the credit which ia justly due her in
this matter. To make English opers o per-
manent institution has been the dream of her
life, and we hope that her success in the future
